More and more，the answer 
is liable to be something 
called CALL -- Communica- 
tion And Language Line -- a 
Worldwide network of inter- 
Upreters bound together by 
iphone lines and computer 
technology. The System is 
proving 3a high-tech solution 
to the "Tower of Babel" syn- 
drome stymieing public offi- 
cials who work with the 
nation's diverse and surging 
immigrant population. 
Hatched by a policeman 
and a Vietnam veteran three 
years 3a80 and now in place 
in a number of major cities， 
the idea works like this: 


ROUTINE 


An officer in Minneapolis 
stops a Senegalese for a rou- 
tine _ traffic。 citation， but 
finds the man knows no 
LEnglish other than "I_ speak 
1Mandinka.”" The policeman 
iphones a dispatcher at CALL 
ULheadquarters in Monterey， 
UCalif. If the language were 
L Something more common 1like 
LSpanish， Vietnamese or even 
LRussian，translators on hand 
in Monterey would handle 
the call. 

But because this case_ calls 
ifor something more exotic， 
the dispatcher taps "Man- 


dinka,”the day and time into 
his computer，and up comes 
the name of Prof.Q. in 
Paris，an expert Mandinka- 
| Speaker who agrees to be 
iavailable at this hour. 

The dispatcher calls France， 
Professor Q. is patched 
through Monterey to the Min- 


neapolis policeman， who 
explains what he wants to 
say，and hands the phone 


over to the Senegalese，who 


listens to Prof.Q.s transla- 
tion. The whole process is 
over in a few minutes and 
cost，on average，under $10 a 
call. 


BARGAIN 


That is a bargain by any 
Imeasure，Says Paul Linnee， 
who oversees the Minneapolis 
emergecncy 911 call-in System. 
Since 1980 his city has 
become a Midwest magnet for 
tens of thousands of South- 
east Asians，including Cambo- 
dians，Vietnamese, Thai and 
Hmong，a Laotian mountain 
tribe.， When the first frantic， 
unintelligible calls from some 
of these immigrants began 
coming in，Linnee Saw that 
scaling the communication 
barrier might easily become a 
matter of life and death. 

"CALL filled an enormous 
need,” he says，adding that 
Minneapolis” press for inter- 
preters is far from unique. 
Linnee keeps in touch with 
counterparts in other cities. 
"Depending on where you 8go， 
people either tell you it has 
been 3a problem for a long 
time， or they'"re just not 
acknowledging it's a problem. 
But it exists.” 

In “West Houston，another 
concentration of Asian immi- 
grants，the emergency TO00m 
Staff at the local hospital 
finds itself dialing CALL's 


800 number regularly. Before 
the service was hooked up 
last year， "What we had was 
3 situation of non- 
communication,” says Sam 
Houston Memorial Hospital 
Spokesman Don Faught.

McFerrin has pinpointed 
other on-call interpreters in 
language _ departments of uni- 
versities around the world，a 
broadening of the network 
made necesSsary by booming 
demand. 

But getting rich was never 
the driving reason behind 


CALL， its creators insist. 
Instead，each describes seeing 
culture clash in its usgliest 
forms，and wanting to do 


Something about it. 

Munks remembers 3a day 
when he had orders to arrest 
a Cambodian man on charges 
of child molesting._ "All the 
man"s friends and family 
were Standing around，and 
the only person who could 
translate was his young son. 
Can you imagine the shame?"

ELITE THIEVES 


"What Americans don't real- 
jize,”adds McFerrin，"is that 
in almost all countries out- 
Side the US and Europe，the 
police are not seen as an 
honorable profession. They're 
considered elite thieves who 
abuse power and authority 


completely.” 

If uniforms inspire Such 
immediate fear in many new- 
comers,，a ITeasSsuring voice 1n 
one's Own language is the 
best way to diffuse it， 
McFerrin Says. Which is why 
a trace of bitterness enters 
his voice as he predicts that 
the agency he considers most 
in need of CALL -- the 
Immigration and Naturaliza- 
tion Service -- will probably 
be the last to use it.

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Police Expand Prostitution Probe |-Hotel Committee 


To Mexico and Southeast Asia 


SAN FRANCISCO - Fed- 
eral and 1local law enforce- 
ment agencics have expanded 
their investigation on the 
Taiwanese prostitution ring 
into Mexico and Southeast 
Asian countries， according 
to law enforcement Sources. 
(EL 612) However， no 
detalil of their _ investigation 
has been disclosed. 

On June Li3. SUuspectE 
Rwei-chi，27，also known as 
Charlie Yece，accompanied by 
federal marshals，was brought 
to San Francisco from Denver 
to face federal charges 
against him and three other， 
Taiwanese defendants ITai- 
chin， 32， his brother， in 
Taiwan and film director 
Richard Hung-chang Wangi;i in 
custody Since he surrendered 
to police May 2 on the state 
court charges. 

They are accused of con- 
spiring with four others，who 
were indicted in New York 
in April，to import 5$0 Chi- 
nese women from Taiwan to 
work as "indentured servants" 
in San Francisco，Denver and 
New York brothels. 

If convicted， each could 
reCckVENIIDJtOR2oWYCaESET 
prison and $35,000 in fines. 


The four indicted in NY 
are: Shih Hsiao-pao，48，also 
known as 
Hueli-chin， 29，her daughter， 
1 Tai-chin，her Son，and Lu 


"Madame Shih,” 工 . 


Hung-dar，43，who reportedly 
has a 2-year-old daugher with 
TI、Huei-chin. 

Lu was reported to have 
centered the US recently from 
Thailand following the arrest 
of Shih and her daughter on 
April 24. 

The NY trial is _ scheduled 
to _ begin June 24. 

In the meantime，the fed- 
eral judge in charge of the 
case has frozen the known 
assets of the four defendants， 
including their bank accounts 
and safety deposit boxes in 
Bank of America，Bank of 
Canton， Citicorp Bank and 
Hong Kong Shanghai Bank. 

In an unrelated incident， 
police in 3a Surprised raid 
arrestecd nine Asian men and 
women in an alleged family- 
style house of prostitution at 
1660 South Ynez on June 10 
in Monterey Park，a suburb 
Of Los Angeles. 

Arrested were Ho Ching- 
ham，28，of San Erancisco， 
Danny Choo，37， of Los 
Angeles，and seven Korean 
women，Some of whom came 
from as far away as New 
York and Pennsylvania.

Although Dun harbors crossover， 


dreams，both actors stressed the 
limnportance of roles that allow them 
to emnbody their heritage.

Born in 1927(“'the year the talkies 
were born”)，he lived in the tiny 
world of Chinatown.“I couldnt

I couldn't go above 
Powell Street. And when I [went] 
through the tunnel，I know Tm 
going to Market Street, outside of 
Chinatown>” But in the movies， 
hour after hour，he sat oblivious 
to the winos sleeping through the 
Imatinees and explored a world with 
bigger borders. 

“It was terrible growing up, be- 
cause TI couldn't be an actor any- 
Where，”Wong said.“The reason I 
Was Dever ln the theater was be- 
cause nobody would hire me. I 
either had to form my own theater 
and crosscast, regardjless of whether 
you re black，white or Indian，or 
not be in it Its only in recent 
times，for instance，that Dennis 
[was] hired by the Eureka [The- 
atre] and Berkeley Rep.， Before 
that，all those theatres . . . would 
never hire a Chinese American. It 
just wasn't done. 

VOW OF POVERTY 

“Eventually, at age 50, I had to 
take a Vow of poverty, but Ihad to 
go into the theater. It was driving 
me nuts. Iactually，as a growWD 
man，would enter into conversa- 
tion and make Up things”Wong 
Said. He added,“I firmly believe 
an actor 1s born. There are differ- 
ent ways yoOU can tell. As a child, 工 
lied a lot2 

Wong eventually got cast，bnut 
his success was viewed skeptically 
by his family，which held tradi- 
tional work-ethic values. Still，he 
WwWas torn.“This society insists that 
TI become white, an insistence that 
T resist with all my heart and soul， 
because this is a democracy，and 
this democracy insisted also thatI 
become a part of it and contribute 
Iy Cantonese-ness to it. 

“At age 5$4 I began in my heart 
to _ become a Cantonese American . 
My acting changed tremendously. 
T was now a_ unity，rather than 
asking myself, Am IChinese? Am 
TI American>” II think as a result 
Lvebeen given morejobs”he said . 

FEor Dun，the _ path was differ- 
ent. He was a business major.“I 
had a career at Macys?” he says， 
WwWIVyIyY. One day, from curiosity, he 
dropped in at a workshop at the 
Asian American Theatre Work- 
shop. Nine years later，he's still 
bitten by the acting-bug. 

Yet even given the innovations 
of that theater roles were limited. 
For Several years there Was Work， 
good work，but，he says,“ 了 Basi- 
cally TI was playing Filipinos and 
Japanese” Then he was cast in 
Pauper 4xngeks by Ginny Lim. 

WONDEREFUL 

“The play was such a wonderful 
experience, because it was the first 
time that I got,to be a full-blown 
Chinese American on stage.TIdidnit 
have to do all that heavy home- 
WwWork. 工 could draw on my own 
exXperiences and on my family.”
